Rotch grant sends MIT students 
to India 


MIT associate professor of design Ann Pendleton- 
Jullian, her teaching assistant and 14 students in her 
Level III graduate architectural design studio have 
received a $20,000 grant from the Rotch Traveling 
Studio to spend 16 days in India this year. 


This new “traveling studio” program was inaugurated 
last year by the Rotch Traveling Scholarship 
Committee in order to augment the education of stu- 
dents of architecture at the highest level of scholar- 
ship within a studio format. Proposals were invited 
from faculty members in all accredited schools of 
architecture in the U.S. for travel anywhere in the 
world during the 2004 academic year. These traveling 
studios are to be directed by the faculty and are 
intended to supplement a specific design studio. 


Pendleton-Jullian’s proposal/application centered on 
the efforts of a multinational consortium to create 
and build a new university called the Asian 
University for Women, a regional institution of the 
highest quality designed to attract and serve intelli- 
gent, talented young women from diverse back- 
grounds throughout Asia, with a special emphasis on 
poor women and women in rural areas. Pendleton- 
Jullian’s studio will spend 16 days in India in an 
effort to enrich efforts to advance the masterplan and 
architectural design of this new university campus 
while simultaneously serving the pedagogical and 
research agenda of this advanced graduate studio. 


Pendleton-Jullian’s proposal was one of many received 
by the Rotch Traveling Studio and it was selected for 
this year’s grant by a jury chaired by Peter 
Wiederspahn AIA (Wiederspahn Architects, 
Somerville and Northeastern University Department 
of Architecture) and including Ann Beha FAIA (Ann 
Beha Architects, Boston) and Maryann Thompson 
AIA (Maryann Thompson Architects, Cambridge). 
The Rotch Traveling Studio and The Rotch Traveling 
Scholarship Committee are chaired by Steven Foote 
FAIA of Perry Dean Rogers/Partners in Boston and 
both programs are administered by the BSA.

This year the BSA administers a variety of design 
awards programs including a first-time program 
focusing specifically on higher-education campus 
planning in New England and elsewhere. The full 
schedule of this year’s programs is as follows: 


A Harleston Parker Medal (sponsored by the BSA 
and the City of Boston) — this is the annual 
effort to identify “the single most beautiful” 
building or other structure built in the MDC 
area in the past 10 years. Nominations are due by 
February 2 and may be e-mailed to Richard 
Fitzgerald at the BSA (rfitzgerald@architects.org). 
Nominations need include only the name and 
address of the project and, if known, the archi- 
tect. 


& Healthcare Facilities Design (co-sponsored by 
the New England Healthcare Assembly) — this 
program solicits submissions of healthcare facili- 
ties anywhere in the world designed by any New 
England architect and architects elsewhere in the 
world may submit projects built in New England 
(the deadline is March 1). 


& Interior Architecture/Interior Design (spon- 
sored by the BSA and co-sponsored by IIDA and 
ASID) — this program invites New England 
architects and interior designers to submit work 
they have done throughout the world and also 
invites architects throughout the world to submit 
New England projects (the deadline is March 
29). 


4 Housing Design (co-sponsored by the AIA New 
York Chapter) — this program invites all archi- 
tects in New England and New York to submit 
housing projects throughout the world and also 
invites architects throughout the world to submit 
New England and New York work (the deadline 
is April 16). 


A Campus Planning (sponsored by the BSA/SCUP 
Roundtable) — this a first-time BSA awards pro- 
gram focusing on the planning of educational 
institution campuses and New England architects 
and planners are invited to submit projects they 
have completed throughout the world and archi- 
tects and planners throughout the world are invit- 
ed to submit New England projects (the deadline 
is May 24). 


& Unbuilt Architecture — architects, architectural 
educators and architecture students throughout 
the world are invited to submit real or theoretical 
projects to this program (the deadline is July 12). 


4 Honor Awards for Design Excellence — the 
annual BSA honor awards program (co-sponsored 


each year by Poole Professional Ltd. and DPIC) 
invites submissions of projects of any type any- 
where in the world designed by Massachusetts 
architects and also invites architects throughout 
the world to submit projects built in 
Massachusetts (the deadline is August 2). 
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In addition to these design awards programs, the BSA 
administers the annual Build Boston juried exhibits 
by New England architects, interior designers and 
landscape architects. The deadline for these juried 
submissions is August 2.

Architects’ legislative action 
was effective in 2003 


As part of Governor Romney's economic incentive 
package released last November, the Historic Tax 
Credit was preserved. The intent of the credit is to 
create an economic incentive for the rehabilitation of 
historic buildings and is modeled after a similar fed- 
eral program that has proved effective in two dozen 
states. The benefits of a rehabilitation tax credit pro- 
gram go beyond the restoration of old structures; 
urban and rural communities are also revitalized 
because abandoned and underused buildings such as 
textile mills, warehouses and other blighted structures 
may be reclaimed for housing, retail and office use. 


Supporting the preservation of this tax credit was 
among the initiatives taken by our Legislative Affairs 
Committee chaired by BSA vice-president George 
Metzger AIA. The Committee activists — including 
Larissa Brown AICP, Athur Cohen AIA, Russ 
Feldman AIA, David Finney AIA, Diane 
Georgopulos AIA, Michael Hicks AIA, Bob Hoye 
AIA, Marc Margulies AIA, John Miller FAIA, John 
Nunnari, Assoc. AIA, Erica Olandt, Assoc. AIA, 
Duncan Pendlebury AIA, Margaret Minor Wood 
AIA, Vernon Woodworth AIA, and former BSA pres- 
ident Robert Brown IIDA, AIA — are guided bril- 
liantly throughout the year by our legislative advisors, 
former state senator George Bachrach and Beacon 
Hill wizard Paul Pezzella. In addition to the Historic 
Tax Credit effort, our legislative affairs team’s work in 
2003 also included: 


& the biennial Freshmen Legislators Breakfast hosted 
by the BSA to which all incoming state legislators 
are invited to introduce them to the architectural 
community as an information resource; 


& Design Professionals Day on Beacon Hill when 
hundreds of design professionals come together 
annually for a half-day gathering with state legisla- 
tors and their aides as we raise awareness of issues 
such as construction reform, school building fund- 
ing, smart growth, affordable housing, “retainage” 
and other professional practice and construction 
reform issues, etc.; 


A the initiation of serious consideration of significant 
construction practices and regulation reform, a col- 
laboration with our allies in the industry including 
general contractors and organized labor; 


A legislation and other governmental initiatives to 
support the creation of affordable housing; 


& the effort to save the Massachusetts School Building 
Assistance Bureau; and 


A year-long efforts to promote smart growth in the 
region, an effort adopted enthusiastically and vigor- 
ously by the Romney administration. 


In addition, the Legislative Affairs Committee hosted 
a special reception at Build Boston a few months ago 
to honor state senate president Robert Travaglini and 
at its monthly meetings throughout the year the 
Committee hosted conversations at the BSA with a 
variety of state legislators including Sen. Steven 
Tolman, Sen. Diane Wilkerson (chair of the 
Committee on State Administration), Rep. Kevin 
Honan (chair of the Committee on Housing), Rep. 
Marie St. Fleur (chair of the Committee on 
Education), Rep. Brian Golden (co-chair of the Task 
Force on the School Building Assistance Bureau), and 
Reps. Martin Walsh and Barry Finegold (both of 
whom are construction reform leaders). 


These monthly breakfasts with our state policy-makers 
are critical opportunities for the architectural commu- 
nity to help shape public policy. We urge as many 
members as possible throughout the state to join us at 
these breakfasts at 8:30 am at the BSA on the second 
Tuesday of each month.

Children’s health is focus 
of new coalition

Why do women leave 
architecture? 


In May of last year, three faculty members at the 
University of the West of England/Bristol released a 
comprehensive research report titled “Why do 
women leave architecture?” The report was the result 
of a research project funded by the Royal Institute of 
British Architects (RIBA) and was the focus of a spe- 
cial workshop at Build Boston last November. 


The core of the discussion at the Build Boston work- 
shop and one of the central motivations for the origi- 
nal research project was the realization that our pro- 
fession suffers from an extraordinary lack of diversity 
and that that reality significantly undermines the pro- 
fession and the diverse communities and client 
groups we are meant to serve. 


The research report is highlighted by 112 specific rec- 
ommendations about how the profession might 
approach this challenge and thus strengthen the pro- 
fession appreciably. The full report may be down- 
loaded from the web at www.riba.org and hardcopies 
of the 53-page report, including a five-page “report 
response” memo published by RIBA, are available 
from the BSA.

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Are HRAs the answer? 


Employers and employees are frustrated with the nev- 
erending increases in health insurance costs. A weak 
economy and a return to double-digit premium 
increases of the past have exacerbated the problem for 
all. Employers are finding it difficult to absorb their 
share of $10,000 family premiums and the increase 
in a typical employee's share of healthcare costs now 
often equals or exceeds an annual pay raise. It is not 
surprising that there are numerous calls for sweeping 
healthcare reform with proposals ranging from social- 
ized medicine to “patient's bill of rights” legislation. 


A relatively new solution proposed by health plans is 
called a “defined contribution health plan” also 
referred to as a consumer-driven health plan and 
“HRA” large-deductible plan. BlueCross/BlueSheild 
and Harvard Pilgrim inaugurated their first-genera- 
tion plans during the last year or so and Tufts Health 
Care was scheduled to offer its version last month. 


An HRA health plan is a combination of a large 
deductible health insurance plan and an HRA (health 
reimbursement account). The premium cost of the 
large deductible health plan is typically 20-30% less 
than the cost of 100% HMO coverage. The HRA 
account is a 100% employer-funded account. 
Employers typically fund 50% of each employee's sin- 
gle/family calendar-year deductible. This HRA 
account is used by employees to pay for increased 
out-of-pocket healthcare costs related to the new high 
deductible. 


The premise behind HRA plans is that some health- 
care costs (claims) will be eliminated by influencing 
the consumer's behavior (employees and their 
dependents). Employees will change their buying 
habits because it will cost them money to spend 
healthcare dollars needlessly (the employee is on the 
hook for part of the large deductible after the HRA 
account is exhausted). Employees will be smarter, 
more cost-conscious consumers of healthcare since 
their own funds are on the line with the HRA 
account. (Unused HRA balances can be carried over 
to the next plan year.) 


The cost of an HRA plan in comparison to the tradi- 
tional HMO plans should be carefully analyzed. The 
HRA plan cost involves three components — HRA 
funding costs, premium costs, and increased employ- 
ee out-of-pocket costs— rather than just the premi- 
um associated with HMO plans. 


In summary, the HRA advantages seem to be cost 
control, empowered consumers, lower potential costs 
and employee satisfaction. The disadvantages of the 
HRA seem to be the lack of a definite cost reduction, 
the employee perception of such a plan, the notion of 
shifting healthcare costs to older and less healthy 
employees, and the challenges of employee education 


and behavioral changes. Opinions vary greatly as to 
whether the HRA consumer-driven health plans will 
provide a cost savings and/or lead to greater employee 
satisfaction. To complicate matters Tufts Health Care, 
CIGNA Health Care, Aetna, BlueCross/BlueSheild 
and Harvard Pilgrim all offer different versions. One 
thing seems clear, however, and that is with ever- 
increasing premiums, these plans will attract interest. 
Time will tell if they offer a solution or simply shift 
the cost to the sick rather than spreading it equally 
under the current 100% HMO approach.

Recording TUs is easy 


An excuse often used by young designers not partici- 
pating in the Intern Development Program (IDP) is a 
lack of time to do the necessary paperwork. This 
excuse doesn’t hold much water since documentation 
and reporting of the program's “training units” (TUs) 
is a rather easy task and, with recent and imminent 
changes, is becoming even easier. 


The National Council of Architectural Registration 
Boards (NCARB) has a wealth of information on its 
website (www.ncarb.org) designed to ease the per- 
ceived paperwork burden. On the web page titled 
‘Forms & Documents’ are two items young designers 
should download: the first is a series of 10 Excel 
workbooks known as the “IDP Training Unit 
Workbook” and the other is the “Employment 
Verification Form” (often referred to as Form 123). 


The Excel workbooks are great tools to use in docu- 
menting TUs. Each sheet covers a two-week span and 
organizes each week according to IDP’s 16 training 
areas with special columns to denote the day of the 
week. By using common sense and NCARB’s pro- 
gram guidelines, you can enter the hours or fractions 
of hours devoted to specific types of training. Since it 
is an Excel document, the formulas are built in so that 
the week's training time is computed and converted to 
TUs. In addition, a tally sheet at the end of the work- 
book regularly updates your IDP standing. After 18 
weeks, the workbook is finished and the tally sheet 
reminds you to submit your earned TUs to NCARB. 
Form 123 
To complete that submission, use the two-page Form 
123. The Excel workbook used to assist you in record- 
ing your TUs is never sent to NCARB; the workbook 
is for your personal records. The new version of Form 
123 is now available online. Both the old and the new 
version document the same information such as the 
type of firm you work for (training setting), the peri- 
od you were employed at this firm, the number of 
TUs being submitted, and signatures of your IDP 
mentor and supervisor. 


The weakness of the old form — and the reason there 
is now a new version — is that information occasion- 
ally was forgotten or information that appears on both 
pages was inconsistent. The new Form 123 includes a 
definition of the training areas formerly left to the 
description in the IDP workbook. The new form is 
also in .pdf format — a smart form. That means you 
can complete the document on your computer and 
then print it so it’s ready for signature and mailing. 
The smart form will copy repetitive header informa- 
tion to the second page and will not allow you to 
check or fill in contradictory information. It will also 
tabulate TUs for you. However, if you are not interest- 
ed in using the new form, you can continue to rely on 
the old one. Remember to sign the form yourself 


before you have your IDP supervisor and mentor sign 
it — the dates adjacent to the signature should reflect 
that sequence of signatures. Remember also that your 
IDP mentor must be an architect registered in one of 
the 55 U.S. jurisdictions. 


Finally, there are tools on the NCARB website to 
allow to help you manage your NCARB record. 
Simply log in using your Council record number and 
you can renew your record online and update your 
contact information. You can also view your Record 
Summary Report, which lists your education and 
experience settings and dates of training received, and 
you can view your most recent IDP Periodic 
Assessment Report, which lists your TU (earned/to be 


earned) status. 


To begin the IDP program, you can request an appli- 


cation for a Council record (Form 112) online as well.

The rest is up to you — the Committee will 
touch base from time to time to gather useful feed- 
back on the program and to respond to questions. 


The program is open to all BSA members and others 
at no cost.

Shipping containers as living space ? With 
tens of thousands of empty shipping containers clut- 
tering America’s seaports, BSA Committee on the 
Environment co-chair Dan Arons AIA reports that a 
New York City architecture firm has developed a 
novel idea for converting the ubiquitous metal boxes 
into low-cost housing and working space. The firm’s 
leaders are now talking with developers about making 
it a reality. Arons notes that details can be found at

Tax benefits for small firms are part of the 
Jobs and Growth Tax Relief Reconciliation Act of 
2003 (also known as the “small business tax cut”). 
Bruce Harrington, chair of the BSA’s IT Wizards 
lunch group that meets monthly at the BSA, notes 
that any business that spends less than $400,000 on 
new equipment each year qualifies for this tax break. 
Specifically, Harrington notes, this federal tax pack- 
age quadruples the amount of new equipment 
(including technology hardware and software) that 
businesses can expense from $25,000 to $100,000; in 
addition, the legislation raises the amount that busi- 
nesses may deduct in equipment depreciation from 
30% to 50%. The $100,000 tax depreciation applies 
to capital expenditures made between January 2003 
and December 2005; the 50% depreciation ends in 
December 2004, explains Harrington, who also urges 
all firms to check with your tax advisor to determine 
how this legislation affects your firm specifically. 


Value engineering look-a-likes are the sub- 
jects of a recent article in AE Risk Review, the 
newsletter published by liability insurance consultants 
Poole Professional Ltd. The article describes the 
advantages and disadvantages of value engineering, 
the threat of added costs and liabilities for design 
firms, the difference between “formal” value engineer- 
ing and “informal” (and typically negative) value 
engineering and how a design firm can protect itself 
from the negative manifestations of the latter. To
